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Adair County Schools 
Aim To Curit Truancy

If an adult misses enough work, he 
or she will eventually be fired. 
Attendance is mandatory and expected. 
Public school students cannot be fired 
though—no matter how many days 
they miss, the principal will never tell 
students they’re being let go. That 
doesn’t mean that missing school goes 
without consequence though. 

“That’s what we’re trying to instill in 
these students,” director of pupil 
personnel Robbie Harmon says. 
“When you’re here, this is your job. 
You’re not getting a paycheck, but 
your payment is your education.” 

While attendance at Adair County 
schools is up slightly this year 
compared to previous years, hovering 
-just under the district’s goal of 96- 
percent, 221 students, or eight percent 
of the student body, have already been 
'identified as truant, meaning they have 
at least three unexcused absences and/ 
or tardies. 

“That’s way too many, and if it was 
only two-percent, that’s still too much 
for me,” Harmon says. “We don’t ever 
want it to get to the punishment 
stage—I don’t want that to be on a 
kid’s record.” 

Despite Harmon’s ambitions, 
habitual truancy, consisting of students 
that have been identified as truant 
multiple times during one school year, 
is a growing concern. Eighteen 
students in the district have missed 
more than 20 days this year, and that

Friday Fire Damages Dixie Cash & Carry

A fire ravaged much of the interior of a 
long-time Adair County business on 
Friday night. At 8:23 p.m. the Adair 
County Volunteer Fire Dept, responded 
to a call at Dixie Cash & Carry on 
Greensburg Road. 

Upon arrival, fire and smoke was 
billowing from the business in two 
separate locations. Adair County Fire 
Dept, had 25 men on the scene for nearly 
four hours, and even called in an 
additional 11 men from the Breeding 
Volunteer Fire Dept, to combat the blaze. 

“It was a very large fire,” Adair 


County Fire Chief Terry Flatt said in an 
interview Monday morning. “There was 
heavy smoke and fire, and we knew we 
would need additional pump and tank 
trucks, so we called in assistance from 
Breeding Fire Dept.” 

At the end of the three-and-a-half hour 
battle, much of the interior of the 
building, specifically in the back and 
middle section, was damaged. 

“Apparently the fire had also been 
burning a short time before we got 
there,” Flatt said. “There was damage 
done about middle ways toward the front 
from the back of the business.” 

According to the Adair County Fire 


Dept., the full investigation into the 
cause of the fire is still ongoing, but 
owner Beth Vanarsdale said that it is 
believed to have been sparked by an 
electrical shortage between the walls. 

“The inspector came in on Sunday and 
was here for a couple of hours,” she said. 
“They don’t suspect anything fraudulent 
and just believe it was caused by an 
electrical shortage.” 

Vanarsdale says cleanup and 
restoration teams are coming in on 
Friday to begin the long process of 
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Members of both the Adair County and Breeding Volunteer Fire Departments battled the blaze at long-time Columbia 
business Dixie Cash & Carry for more than four hours on Friday night. The business sustained significant damage in the fire. 


Black History Month 
In Adair County 

February highlights community's 
AfricamAmerican leaders and pioneers

Almost 60 years after Brown V. Board of Education, and 
50 years after the passing of the Civil Rights Act, race is 
still a hot-button topic in America. Now two weeks into 
Black History Month, February has served as a time for 
people of all colors to reflect on how far this country has 
come, and how much ground is left to gain, in the 
nation’s—and Adair County’s—complex, ever-evolving, 
sometimes-ugly-yet-still-promising race relations. 

“This area, in the past 35 or 40 years has come a very 
long way in terms of acceptance,” Adair County native and 
longtime human rights activist Bobby Bowe says. “If 
you’re an African-American and you are ambitious, you 
want to learn, I don’t think you’re going to have a problem 
being accepted.” 

This sentiment was not always prevalent. When Bowe 
was a child, he attended the all-black, Julius Rosenwald- 
funded Jackman High School in Adair County, which 
served African-Americans from grades one through 12. 
After integration in 1956, Bowe admitted that at first, he 
sometimes missed segregated schools. 

“We had to fight a lot,” Bowe remembers. “You were 
called a whole lot of names, and there was a feeling of 
intimidation, that you weren’t wanted or weren’t welcome 
there.” 

Many local businesses and restaurants remained 
segregated during this time, serving as a constant reminder 
that African-Americans were viewed as inferior. 

“If you went to the movie theater, you had to sit in the 
balcony; you couldn’t sit down on the floor with the white 
people,” Joe Payne, founder of the Agape House and 
member of the Adair County School Board, remembers. 
“The balcony had the best view anyway, but you couldn’t 
watch downstairs if you wanted to.” 

“A little later on I was a janitor there,” Bowe adds. “I got 
to watch all the movies I wanted downstairs then.” 

Even after schools were integrated, black students rarely

Fiscal Court Approves 
Jail Renovations, 
Hires 911 Employees

The Adair County Fiscal Court met Tuesday night in the 
Adair County Annex basement and agreed to enter into 
contract with Perfection Group, an energy savings contractor 
that will renovate the jail to make it more energy and cost 
efficient. 

“They’re going to be putting in a new heating and cooling 
system, new lights, that kind of thing,” County Judge- 
Executive Ann Melton said following the meeting. “It was 
going to have to be done anyway because the jail’s 30 years old 
and we’ve been having problems with the cooling for years.” 

The project will cost a little more than $350,000, but 
$100,000 of that will be paid by a grant from the Dept, of

I’ve struggled all week to come up with a good topic for this 
space, because after 60 or so editorials over the past 14 months, 
I feel like I’ve exhausted any of the good ideas I might have 
had. As I sat yesterday pondering a good topic, my mind drifted 
to writers that I admire, and what they would have written for 
this column if given the opportunity. 

Sadly, I still didn’t come up with anything, but since I was 
thinking about writers I decided to provide a reading list of 
current authors and books that I’m interested in. Most of the 
following books are longtime favorites of mine that I’ve read 
multiple times, but a couple of them are books that I’m 
currently reading for the first time. I hope some of you find my 
thoughts interesting, and I might even convince you to give one 
or two of them a read. 

"A Confederacy of Dunces” by John Kennedy Toole 

The ftinniest book ever written has one of the saddest 
backstories I’ve ever heard. The author, unable to find a 
publisher willing togive his seminal novel a chance, committed 
suicide 11 years before Toole’s mother eventually got the 
manuscript published. Of course, it was immediately hailed as a 
literary masterpiece, and I’m not alone in calling the novel the 
most hilarious ever. 

I’m currently working through the book for the third time, 
and it’s still entertaining. The protagonist—Ignatius Reilly—is a 
30-year-old, highly educated fool with an idealistic nature and 
distorted worldview. He’s also incredibly selfish and not half as 
smart as he thinks he is. The story arc is unconventional, with 
little resolution at the end, but anyone who enjoys a good laugh 
should give this book a read. 

“Outliers” by Malcolm Gladwell 

Gladwell is my favorite contemporary author and one of the 
most unique thinkers in the world today. I’ve read three of his 
other books—“Blink,” “The Tipping Point,” and “What the Dog 
Saw”—and while all are great, “Outliers” is by far the best. 

Many business and sociology classes utilize Gladwell’s 
writing, but the journalist uses easy-to-understand language and 
imaginative stories to get his point across. He’s widely 
criticized in the scientific community for a decidedly 
unscientific approach to his studies, which rely mostly on case 
studies instead of hard date, but I’m not a scientist, so I’ll give 
him a pass. 

“Outliers” examines seemingly inconsequential factors that 
factor into people’s successes and failures. He points out that 
students with early birthdays for their grade level tend to do 
better in school because they are a few months older than most 
students when they start at age five or six. This might not be 
surprising, but it might be surprising to learn that these younger 
students, on average, never make up the ground they lost in 
elementary school. 

Gladwell applies this kind of innovative thinking to the fields 
of business, sports, airline pilots, Nobel Prizes, and his personal 
life. At the risk of sounding dramatic, his writing really can 
change how you see the world around you. 

“The Machine” by Joe Posnanski 

This book about the mid-1970s Cincinnati Reds is one that 
I’ve owned for quite some time but never read much of until 
recently. I’m still not finished, but it’s very easy to read and 
provides some hilarious behind-the-scenes stories of clubhouse 
shenanigans that any baseball fan, particularly Reds fans, will 
love. I’m not a huge fan of Posnanski’s writing style, but the 
content is so good it barely matters. 

“The Autobiography of Malcolm X” by Malcolm X and Alex 
Haley 

I realize that most of the books I’m mentioning are extremely 
popular worldwide, but I won’t apologize for having tastes 
similar to everyone else. This book is one that I saw on so many 
suggested reading lists that I eventually, and reluctantly, bought 
it for myself several years ago to see what all the fuss is about. 

This book is regarded by many as the best autobiography of 
all time, and if you can get through the drudgery of the first few 
chapters, it’s easy to see why. Haley interviewed Malcolm X 
countless times over the course of several years to produce the 
work, and throughout the process, the subject’s mindset and 
views change so drastically that it’s hard to imagine the same 
person that wrote the first three quarters of the book was the 
same man that wrote the last few chapters. 

The journey follows the militant civil rights activist from 
childhood, through an early adulthood filled with crime and 
violence, then imprisonment, then a conversion to Islam, his 
rise as a promoter of white hate, to his eventual enlightenment 
that people of all colors are equal. It’s a fascinating story for 
anyone with an open mind and several hours to kill (it’s a fairly 
long book). 

“The Life and Times of the Thunderbolt Kid” by Bill Bryson 

This is another book that I would classify as one of the 
funniest I’ve ever read. Bryson tells humorous stories and 
anecdotes of his typical middle class upbrining in Iowa during 
the 1950s and 60s. It’s more of a glimpse into mid-twentieth 
century American culture than it is an autobiography, and for 
someone like me who missed out on nuclear bomb drills during 
elementary school, I learned as much about America during this 
time period from this book as I did in any history class. 

“Clay’s Quilt” by Silas House 

This novel—based in Kentucky and written by a Kentucky 
author—is one Iread in a class for college and actually enjoyed. 
House perfectly encapsulates the culture of eastern Kentucky 
into a fanny and heartfelt fictional story that you can’t help but 
read and imagine that House based the book on himself. It’s an 
easy read and a real page turner, perfect for the times you might 
feel like reading but don’t want to do any heavy thinking.

Physicians and 
Dentists from 
Adair County 
Part 11 


Continuing: A Partial List of Physicians and Dentists from Adair 
County History, Part 11. This is not considered complete, nor 
certainly up to date, but is a beginning point for future researchers. 

Terrill, David D., practicing physician in Adair County in 1850; 
bom 28 January 1818 in Virginia, died 12 December 1871, buried 
Buffalo, Lame County. He seems to have lived between Columbia 
and the Taylor County line, perhaps in the Cane Valley 
neighborhood, in 1850, wife wife, Lucy M., and son, Jackson, both 
bom Virginia. He was still practicing in 1870, age 52, living on 
Upper Brush Creek, Green County. He is likely same David Terrill 
who married Lucy M. Rucker on 26 May 1840 in Greene County, 
Virginia. 

Thomas, George Alfred, practicing dentistry in Columbia in 
1866. He was bom in Adair County, died 24 December 1905 at his 
home at Horse Cave, KY. He married Ann M. Naylor in Adair in 
1864; moved from the county about 1890 and resided at Horse 
Cave in 1901, where Mrs. Thomas died in 1904. Dr. Thomas was 
known as a mechanical genius. When Dan Castillo’s Circus came to 
Columbia shortly after the Civil War, Dr. Thomas made numerous 
measurements of a velocipede that had been a hit with the crowd. 
Afterward, he made one of his own, but it did not run smoothly and 
made a “very disagreeable noise.” One day it caused a horse to 
throw a lady rider and the next night a group of local boys stole the 
machine and carried it to the back of the Baptist Church and 
chopped it to pieces with axes. 

Thompson, Elisha, doctor, residing at Glensfork in 1880, age 51, 
bom in North Carolina, in 1880 census, with wife Lieu J. and 
children. This may be the same Elisha Thompson, age 31, bom NC, 
farmer, living in McMinn County, TN in 1860, with wife, Amanda 
M., and children; also in 1850 census of Cherokee, NC, age 30, 
bom NC, with wife, Amanda, and no children. 

Trabue, Benjamin McDowell, bom 3 June 1827 in Columbia, 
died at his home at Allensville, KY on 15 April 1909, son of 
William Trabue and Elizabeth McDowell. He was a practicing 
doctor of medicine, living in Columbia, in 1850. He married Fannie 
Sale of Allensville in 1858, and was living in Todd County, KY in 
1860, where he still practiced and resided in 1900. He was 
graduated from Transylvania Medical School in 1850, and listed as 
taking a course in the 1854-55 term, sponsored by the University. 
He was father of Dr. LP. Trabue who resided at Elkton, KY at the 
time of his father’s death. 

Traylor, George A., bom at Breeding on 14 January 1842, died 
suddenly near Bryantsville, Garrard County, KY 9 March 1904 
where he had resided for four years; prior to that, he had lived and 
practiced at Columbia. At death, he was 65 and had never married. 
He studied medicine in Nashville and Tennessee College of 
Medicine at Memphis, began practice in 1880. Burial was in the 


UflfC Offers Free Tax-Preparation 
Service To Area Residents 

Area residents can get a tax break this season at Lindsey Wilson 
College. 

For the seventh consecutive year, the liberal arts college is 
providing area residents with free income-tax service through the 
Tax-Aide program. Sponsored by the AARP Foundation, Internal 
Revenue Service and LWC, the free service is available from 3-5 
p.m. CT Monday and Wednesday through April 14 in J.L. Turner 
Leadership Center-Room 108,100 Blue Raider Drive. 

No appointments are taken. Residents are served on a first-come, 
first-served basis, according to Lindsey Wilson Coordinator for 
Community Outreach and Engagement Candice Armstrong. 

To take advantage of the free service, area residents must bring: a 
legally recognized picture identification card of the taxpayer and, if 
applicable, spouse; Social Security cards of the taxpayer, spouse 
and any dependents; copies of last year’s federal and state tax 
returns; and all W-2 and 1099 forms and any other relevant 
materials that show income and expenses for the current year. 

“We’ll assess a person’s situation when they first come in, and 
we’ll let them know right away if we think their financial situation 
is too complex for this service,” Armstrong said. 

Electronic filing will be available free of charge. AARP 
membership is not required to take advantage of this free service, 
and there are no age restrictions. 

“This free service is open to anyone in the region,” Armstrong 
said. “The program is designed for low- and moderate-income 
families and older persons who may qualify for certain tax benefits 
and credits but might miss if they were to file on their own. 

Past experience has indicated that many people are unaware of 
all of the special benefits that they are entitled to claim.” 

The free tax preparation will be processed by upper-division 
Lindsey Wilson accounting majors, under the supervision of 
Lindsey Wilson Associate Professor of Accounting Rose Garvey, 
who also serves as the Tax-Aide local coordinator. A translator will 
also be on hand to assist Spanish-speaking residents. 

“It’s a great a community outreach program for the college, and 
it’s a great way for the college to show its commitment to the 
region,” Armstrong said. 

Armstrong said area residents are always grateful to not only 
have their taxes prepared for free but to have a qualified person 
prepare them. 

“People are so thankful to receive this service,” she said. “Taxes 
are intimidating for a lot of us. So knowing that you have a group 
of dedicated people who know what they are doing and will do it 
for free is a great feeling.”

Traylor Cemetery at Breeding. 

Triplett, James, D.D.S., dentist, bom 24 February 1854 in 
Columbia, died 7 September 1927 in Columbia, son of Lewis 
Triplett and Fannie Murrell. A long-time dentist, he was practicing 
in Campbellsville in 1896, resided in Louisville for two years 
beginning about 1903, then opened a practice in Columbia in early 
1905. 

Triplett, Lewis, bom 5 April 1822 in Russell County, died 8 
Mach 1902 at Columbia. He was practicing dentistry in Columbia 
in 1860, and was listed as dentist and photographer in 1863. He 
came to Columbia when age 16. He was a Mason and was buried in 
the Columbia Cemetery. 

“The 5th day of this month was Mr. Lewis Triplett’s 79th 
anniversary. It has been the custom for several years to celebrate the 
event by spreading an elegant dinner, having all his children 
present. Upon this occasion Mrs. W.T. Grant, Louisville, did not 
reach here, but Mr. A.G. Gowdy and wife, Dr. Jas. Triplett, wife and 
daughter, of Campbellsville; Miss Minnie and Mr. J.F. Triplett were 
present. The old gentleman’s general health is very good and he 
complains but little.” -Adair County News, 17 April 1901. Eugene 
Triplett, who died in 1900, was also a son of Lewis and Fannie. 

Triplett, William T., dentist, bom about 1876 near Columbia, 
died January 1940 in Kansas, son of Charles T. Triplett and Mollie 
Murrell. He settled at Mendon, Illinois about 1900 and married 
there; removed to Herrington, Kansas in late 1906. While in Illinois 
he also served as town clerk, justice of the peace and chief of the 
fire department. He was a cousin of Dr. James Triplett. He resided 
at Abilene, Kansas in 1910; at Salina, Kansas by 1917. 

“Dr. W.T. Triplett, of Mundon, HI., is visiting his parents at this 
place...” -Adair County News, 10 September 1902. 

“Dr. W.T., Triplett, of Salina, Kansas, arrived a few nights ago to 
be by the side of his father, Mr. C.T. Triplett, who is failing.” - 
Adair County News, 31 January 1917 

Turk, James G., bom 15 April 1833 Adair County, died 21 
August 1916 at Clinton, Henry County, Missouri, buried 
Englewood Cemetery, son of Hiram Turk, of the Milltown area. He 
was graduated from Jones Medical College, Louisville, and 
Louisville Medical College in 1857; practiced at Milltown, Adair 
County for some years before his marriage to Ann Pitman Flowers, 
in Logan County, in 1858. He resided in Henry County, MO in 
1882; resided in Missouri for 47 years, the last 25 at Clinton. He 
was assistant surgeon of 3rd KY Infantry in Civil War, appointed 
Assistant Surgeon General for Kentucky on 3 October 1863 with 
rank of Captain. 

Turk, William Luther, bom 23 June 1858 near Grady ville, in 
Adair, died 29 September 1914 in Alabama, aged 56, buried Hale 
County, Alabama; son of William C. Turk and Jane Gilmer, of 
Adair. He was graduate of the University of Louisville Medical 
School and soon after graduation settled at Gallion, Alabama, where 
he married and where he lived at the time of his death. 

Turney, Frank, is a neurosurgeon at Knoxville, TN.

kind of absenteeism brings stiff consequences to parents and 
students alike. 

Initially, when a student is identified as truant a call will be made 
to said student’s parents. If the matter is not remedied, letters are 
sent to the student’s house, first from the school, with subsequent 
letters coming from the district office. 

“If you’re enrolled in our system you must abide by the 
compulsory attendance laws,” Harmon says. “We understand that 
you’re going to have sick kids—we’re mommies and daddies too, 
but we don’t want kids missing their opportunities for education.” 

If a problem persists, the situation becomes more serious. Parents 
may be charged with unlawful transaction with a minor in the third 
degree. Middle and high school students may be assigned a court- 
designated worker to monitor and divert their truancy. Students 
deemed ineligible for diversion programs may even have to go 
before a judge to face charges, with extreme instances culminating 
in incarceration of the student and parents. 

“That’s the worst case scenario for everyone,” Harmon says. 
“That’s what we want to avoid at all costs.” 

Studies have shown that school attendance correlates strongly 
with high school graduation rates, and students that miss a lot of 
school in their early years sometimes struggle to catch up with the 
rest of their age group academically. Harmon says that it’s 
important to get students started off on the right foot when it comes 
to attendance. 

“We teach our students to be leaders, but how can you be a leader 
if you’re not here?” Harmon says. “We’re trying to build 
responsibility in kids so they feel it’s worthy for them to be here. 
We work to make it fun so kids don’t want to miss.” 

In almost half of all truancy cases, parents are simply unaware 
that their children are missing school or getting there late. This 
problem is particularly prevalent among high school students, 
especially those that drive to school. Harmon identifies several 
reasons that truancy occurs, including struggles with classes and 
grades, adversarial peer relationships, and financial barriers, but 
said that missing school only creates bigger problems. 

“If Sally is picking on Susie and that’s why she’s not coming to 
school, we need to know,” Harmon says. “These are problems that 
we can help take care of.” 

Harmon reiterates that truancy laws and regulations are meant to 
deter absences and says that the district will work with students and 
parents any way it can to keep students in the classroom and out of 
the courtroom. 

“These laws are there to get kids in the classroom and learning,” 
Harmon says. “We never want it to be punitive.” 
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Duo County CEO Speaks To Chamber

The Columbia-Adair County 
Chamber of Commerce met for 
their February meeting 
Tuesday at The Pines at 
Lindsey Wilson, and was given 
a crash course in fiber optics 
by Duo County CEO Tom 
Preston. 

Thompson began the 
interactive presentation by 
explaining the basics of fiber 
optics, including its benefits 
opposed to other cable 
alternatives. 

“Fiber optics utilize light 
waves to transmit 
communications,” Preston 
explained. “It has a near 
infinite capacity to transmit 
data and other 

communications 

In addition to its impressive 
transmitting abilities, fiber 
optics are more durable than 
other types of cable, like 
copper. It’s not susceptible to 
electronic interference, and 
doesn’t attract lightning. Since 
it’s encased in Kevlar—the 
same material used to make 
bullet-proof vests—typical 
wear and tear caused by the 
elements are minimal. 


“We will start utilizing this 
infrastructure for our 
customers,” Preston pledged. 
“It’s an exciting prospect to see 
what our communities do with 
our fiber optic infrastructure.” 

In fact, over 1,000 miles of 


fiber optic cable already runs 
through Adair and surrounding 
counties, with that number 
expected to swell even more in 
the coming years. 

To close his presentation, 
Preston had Duo County’s 


Chris Ferguson demonstrate 
how to mend a broken fiber 
optic wire. The task, while not 
time consuming, is a tedious 
process that requires 
tremendous dexterity, since the 
parts involved are miniscule, 



and can only be carried out 
with a $5,000 mending 
machine. 

To help the crowd observe 
the undertaking, and staying in 
line with Duo County’s 
commitment to technological 
innovation, the work was 
filmed by Duo County’s Ramie 
Hutchison and simultaneously 
broadcast on a closed-circuit 
television in the dining room.

reopening the business. 

“They’re going to come in with the dumpsters and 
crew and tell us where we need to start,” she explained. 
“In the meantime we’re conducting business as best we 
can.” 

Dixie Cash & Carry, a staple of the Columbia business 
landscape, has operated for more than 50 years. 

“Alan’s dad opened the place in 1962,” Beth 
explained of her father-in-law’s business. “When he was 
ready to retire, Alan and I took over in 2005 and we’ve 
operated it since then.” 

Yanarsdale says that much of the back of the building 
is destroyed, and that there is smoke damage throughout 
the middle as well, but that the front offices remain in 
fine condition. The business is still operating on a 
limited basis, although the building itself is closed for 
the foreseeable future. 

“We’re still able to order things for customers and 
things like that,” she said. “We just may not have 
exactly what you need right when you come in.” 

She also adds that many local friends as well as long¬ 
time vendors have been very helpful and understanding 
of the situation. 

“Alan has called all of our vendors to explain what’s 
going on, and they’ve told us they’ll do anything they 
can to help” she continued. “We also have people who 
have volunteered to let us use their storage space for our 
items that can’t be left outside.” 

As of now, no date for re-opening has been set. 

“We’re just taking it day-by-day,” Vanarsdale said. 
“It’s been a very emotional experience. This isn’t 
something you ever expect to happen or something that 
you’re prepared for.”

I am Jeffrey Jefl) Lynn Feese. I am the son of Donna 
and Jr Feese. I have filed for the office of Property 
Valuation Administrator of Adair County. I did so for 
many reasons. It is a job that I have worked towards for 
well over 20 years. I first began in the PVA world, in 
August of 1990. I worked in the PVA office in Green 
County, for J.W. “Bill” Edwards and Adair County, for my 
dad. I did so until 1997. November 1, 1997 I began my 
career with the KY Revenue Cabinet’s, Department of 
Property Valuation as a Property Assessment Coordinator. 
That job is to basically follow property tax from the 
assessment, thru collections, the delinquency, and 
eventually the sale of the delinquent tax bill. I was 
responsible for auditing the offices of the PVA in their 
assessments and procedures. I was responsible for settling 
out the states portion of the collections in the sheriff’s 
offices. I also worked with the county clerks, judges, and 
taxing districts as well. I was responsible for 7-10 counties 
during this time. In Feb of 2001, I was promoted to the 
Western Branch Manager. This position did the same as 
before but it covered the westernmost 40 counties in the 
state and I have had from 4-7 staff members from this time 
up until February 6, 2014. At that time I resigned my 
position, due to the fact that I filed for the office of PVA. 
Under current state statute an employee of the state that is 
considered a merit employee is prohibited from being 
involved in a political campaign. I tendered my resignation 
after filing and my Executive Director picked my final day 
as Feb 6. 

During my time in Property Valuation, I have received 
the educational designations that are available through 
them CKA (Certified KY Assessor) and SKA (Senior KY 
Assessor). I have been instructor of about every course that 
they offer regarding assessing all classes of property, 
procedures of the office, and the policies, regulations, and 
statutes that govern them. I have been appointed interim 
PVA in at least 8 different counties and at one time I was 
PVA in 2 of these counties at the same time. I was 
appointed to these positions for as many as 6 months at a 
time and this was due to previous PVA’s retiring, and stayed 


PVA until an election was held or the governor appointed a 
new one. So I feel that I am as qualified for this job as 
anyone else in the county (including my dad) and more 
qualified for this job as anyone eligible to be in this 
election. To be eligible, you must pass an entrance 
examination for the office of PVA. I have taken this exam 
the 5 times that it has been offered since I was 24 years old 
(the minimum age requirement to take the exam). 

As for the lessons learned in life here in Adair County, 
from my parents I learned how to treat people. As one 
could figure out, without treating people fairly and 
respective, my dad could have never been elected much less 
re-elected a total of 6 more times. He has won elections 
over respected opponents and every time treated them with 
dignity and respect. Not one time have I heard him say 
anything about any form of retaliation for them taking part 
in the democratic process; and it is that attitude that I will 
be bringing with me to PVA office. All I can do is tell the 
wonderful citizens of our county that they will receive the 
same fair treatment from the same staff that they have for 
the previous 28 plus years. A couple more lessons I picked 
up on, was from my Papa Orville Ellis; “if ain’t broke don’t 
fix it and if you can’t say anything good about someone, 
don’t say anything at all”. That is how I will leave that. 

I would appreciate the voters and citizens of Adair 
County to support me, just as numerous people have for 
the past 10+ years encouraging me to do just what I have 
done in filing for office of PVA in a timely manner under 
the legal filing deadline. And as you can see, in doing this 
filing I had to resign my job. This is why I had to file when 
I did, for the benefit of my family. As for my fathers desire 
to pull out, those were his reasons and I am grateful for the 
opportunity that has been presented to me. 

I will be giving a full description of my family that I am 
very proud of my wife Shannon, 3 daughters, son in law, 
and 2 grandchildren at a later time. Until then please give 
me a consideration in becoming your next Adair County 
Property Valuation Administrator and vote FEESE for 
PVA!

had to look far to see ways in 
which they were ostracized. 

“We’d walk to school and the 
busses would just drive right on 
past,” Bowe says. 

Gradually though, whether it 
was dictated by law or by 
evolving standards of equality 
and fair treatment, changes 
began to occur. Lindsey Wilson 
College admitted its first two 
black students, Carolyn Payne 
Cox and Oneva Curry, in 1961. 
Joe Taylor became Columbia’s 
first black councilman later that 
same decade. Adair County’s 
school system also began to 
embrace its black students. 

“People’s perceptions started 
to shift,” Bowe says. “Just in the 
few years I was in school, it 
went from the majority of the 


people not wanting you there to 
the majority of the people being 
very accepting.” 

Sports also factored into the 
equation of Adair County 
becoming more accepting and 
tolerant. Just as Jackie Robinson 
and Bill Russell helped further 
the United States’ struggle 
toward racial equality, a strong 
group of athletes assisted in 
bridging Adair County’s racial 
divide. 

“Several things brought about 
the change,” Bowe explains. 
“First of all, you had some very 
smart, intelligent African- 
American students. Secondly, 
you had some outstanding 
basketball players.” 

One of those outstanding 
athletes, Adair County’s 


Fredrick Smith, went on to 
become the first African- 
American to play basketball at 
Lindsey Wilson College in 1970. 
This season, Lindsey’s roster 
includes 13 black players. 

“By the time I got to high 
school things were already much 
better around here than they had 
been just a few years before,” 
Payne says. “I never had any 
trouble in my time at Adair 
County High School.” 

In fact, after joining the Army, 
Payne says he realized that his 
hometown was ahead of the 
curve in terms of tolerance 
compared to a lot of other 
places. 

“I had to go up and work at 
the race riots in New Jersey in 
1971,” Payne says. “I was

surprised because it was so 
much worse up there and we 
didn’t really have that kind of 
thing happening here.” 

Bowe, too, was able to 
observe the shift in his 
hometown firsthand. Ten years 
after being fired from a 
Columbia restaurant, Bowe 
returned home from the Army 
and bought the establishment 
that had let him go a decade 
earlier. 

“It was ten years to the day,” 
Bowe says with a laugh. 
“Before, African-Americans had 
very few economic 
opportunities. You couldn’t even 
get a loan—that all came 
gradually.” 

Thankfully, those gradual 
changes continued. Adair 


County is currently in the 
planning stages of establishing a 
local human rights committee, 
and Payne says that today the 
goal is to fight inequality of all 
kinds, regardless of color. 

“I hope the mayor and the 
judge aren’t fearful of this 
committee, because anyone can 
have their civil rights violated,” 
Payne says. “It doesn’t matter 
what color. I think what this 
community needs more than 
anything is to come together to 
fight the drugs in our town, 
because it’s killing all of our 
children—every color.” 

Bowe pointed out that while 
the local African-American 
community has more 
opportunities for success than 
the generation that came before, 


there are still discrepancies. He 
pointed out that there are no 
black people employed by the 
County of Adair, and also that 
the only two who work for the 
city ride a garbage truck. 

“You’ve got to look at 
political issues, social issues, 
and economics,” Bowe says. 
“You’ve got to set goals.” 

The goal, for now, seems to 
be launching the new human 
rights committee and keeping 
Adair County on the long, 
winding, road to equality that its 
been traveling for the past 
century. 

“Most people like to associate 
with people like them—it’s 
natural,” Bowe says. “If you’re 
going to do something worthy 
though, you have to step outside 
the box.” 
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Sam Hughes Business Law class at ACHS had a guest speaker last Friday 
morning. Judge Mike Loy donated his time to come and discuss career options 
students have in connection to law. Hopefully, Judge Loy will be the first of many 
local leaders willing to invest in our students’ future.

Local Government. The remaining $250,000 will be borrowed, but 
Melton said that there’s no risk of losing money on the endeavor 
because the savings are guaranteed in the performance contract in 
the form of lower electric bills. 

“We will have to borrow some money but we’re paying the jail 
off this year so we’re finally getting rid of that payment.” 

“If we’re going to keep the jail, I don’t know how we can not do 
it,” magistrate Joe Rogers said during the Court’s discussion of the 
subject. 

A Perfection Group representative spoke at the meeting, and 
when magistrate Daryl Flatt inquired about a timetable for work to 
be finished, he was told that four months would be “very 
reasonable.” 

Saying that he’d be more comfortable if a timeframe was 
included in the contract, Flatt pushed for a guarantee that the group 
was initially hesitant to include, but eventually relented and 
amended the contract to say that all work would be finished within 
five months of Judge Melton’s signing of the document. 

Magistrate Sammy Baker moved to proceed with the revised 
contract, and the motion passed unanimously, 7-0. 

With the contract agreeable to all parties, the Court went on to 
approve motions to borrow the quarter-million dollars the grant 
won’t pay for, and give Judge Melton permission to sign the 
paperwork to acquire the grant. 

In other business at Tuesday’s meeting the Court: 

•Made three personnel decisions for the 911 Center. Director 
Greg Thomas brought his recommendations before the Court, 
explaining the changes. 

The first move switched Zack Giles from full-time to part-time. 
There was a lot of discussion about what to pay Giles, since he had 
recently been given a raise for completing a training course and 
moving to full-time. With no compensation system in place, the 
magistrates debated leaving Giles’ pay as it was or moving him 
back to a part-time pay scale. The only consensus was that a 
uniform compensation policy needed to be established. 

“My recommendation would be that he go back to part-time 
pay,” Sammy Baker told his fellow magistrates. The Court agreed, 
and Giles pay was reduced to $8.50 an hour. 

The next move, promoting Joe Collins from part-time to full¬ 
time, generated even more discussion. 

“He’s had training dating back to 1990,” Thomas said, explaining 
his recommendation’s qualifications, adding that he’s currently 
making $9 per hour. As was the case with Giles, Collins’ pay was 
discussed in depth. 

“I just think we need to develop some kind of policy so we treat 
people the same,” Baker said. 

Daryl Flatt agreed with Baker’s statement, and moved that 
Collins be hired at his current pay of $9 an hour and receive a 50- 
cent per hour raise after six months. 

Flatt’s motion passed 5-2, with magistrates Billy Rowe and 
Harold Burton dissenting. 

Thomas’ last recommendation, that Natalie Sneed be hired as a 
part-time employee starting at $8 an hour, generated very little 
discussion and the recommendation quickly passed, with all seven 
magistrates voting in favor of the hiring. 

•Announced the appointment of former County Clerk Joyce 
Rogers to fulfill the vacated term of retiring Adair County Clerk 
Sheila Blair. 

As a bit of housekeeping, a new budget for the Clerk’s Office had 
to be approved by the Court. 

“It’s basically the same budget, minus two months,” Judge 
Melton explained. 

Flatt moved to accept the prorated budget and his fellow 
magistrates voted in agreement. 

•Opened bids for jail surplus property in the form of scrap metal. 

Only two bids were received. Magistrate Harold Burton bid 
$42.42, and Sherman Burton pledged $50, winning the bid. 

All magistrates were present for the meeting.

After Monday night’s loss, the Lady Indians were in home 
action again on Tuesday, squaring off against the Lady Dragons of 
Green County. After establishing an early lead, Adair succumbed 
to the defensive pressure of the Lady Dragons before reasserting 
themselves to prevail, 50-42. 

“We played really hard, especially in the second half,” Head 
Coach James Turner said.

As Smock controlled the glass, gobbling up offensive rebounds 
and earning four free throws, making them all, Taylor also sank 
two pull-up jumpers and after one, the Lady Indians held a 14-8 
lead. 

A made free throw opened the quarter for Green County before 
Owens drove and found Smock along the baseline for two, but 
back-to-back Lady Dragon runners cut the Adair lead to three.

ACMS 7th Grade Captures Tournament Title 

After a season full of sickness and injuries, the Adair County Middle School seventh grade boys 
defeated Green County 47-37 on Monday night in Larue County to claim the district tournament 
championship. 

“We had lost our last three regular season games before winning three-in-a-row to win the 
tournament,” Head Coach Mike Sneed said. “I’m proud of how they battled back.” 

The Adair win handed Green County just its third loss of the season, with two coming at the hands 
of ACMS, and capped off an impressive stretch of road victories. In the tournament opener, ACMS 
traveled to Hart County where they won 35-21 before traveling to Russell County where they 
advanced to the finals with a 49-47 nail biter. 

Adair took an early lead in Monday night’s contest, utilizing their strategy of attacking inside to 
secure the advantage. Despite a perimeter barrage from Green County late in the game, Adair held 
serve to their fourth quarter lead, taking home the championship 47-37. 

“We made our free throws, rebounded and passed the ball well,” Sneed said of his team’s 
championship performance. “I was really happy with the way we played.” 

With such a strong finish to the season, Sneed says he also has high hopes for next year and beyond. 

“This was a great experience for them,” he said. “They’ve had injuries and other things that caused a 
lot of lineup changes, but they hung in there together. I’m proud of this group.” 


In the second game of Tuesday night’s girl-boy doubleheader, 
the Indians hosted Central Hardin. After a small early lead, the 
teams battled back-and-forth for the duration of the contest. 
Ultimately, Central Hardin prevailed in the closing minutes, 
grabbing the road win 44-41. 

“We played a very good team and executed well except for 
making shots,” Head Coach Mark Fudge said after the loss. 
“That’s the one thing that sometimes you can’t control.” 

The slow offensive start for both teams would serve as an 
indicator for the pace in this one. As turnovers and missed shots 
plagued the offensive flow, Indian sophomore forward Jacob 
Pooler drew a foul with 5:15 left in the first quarter. Pooler would 
make both for the game’s first score, and a Central Hardin 
putback evened the game at two on the next possession. 

Chance Melton then scored four straight points, slashing by his 
man for two before scoring on a high-low pass from senior Ty 
Bennett. Back-to-back threes from the corner gave Central the 
lead, but Pooler drove and scored again to tie things at eight. 
Central banked in another three on the next possession, but a Ty 
Bennett triple drew Adair even at 11 where the score remained at 
the end of the first. 

Senior guard Matt Fudge, who was recognized for joining the 
illustrious 1,000-point club before the game, knocked down a 
long two to open the second and give Adair the lead, but Central 
matched with a midrange jumper of their own. 

Melton then put on another offensive flurry, sinking a pull-up 
fadeaway over his man, connecting on a post-up and spin move 

toward the front of the rim and 
then grabbing an offensive 
board and kicking it out to Zach 
Hutchison for a straightaway 
three, sending the Tribe into the 
locker room with a 22-20 lead. 

Hutchison opened the second 
half by blowing by his man at 
the top of the key for a layup. 
That bucket, however, would be 
Adair’s last until just two 
seconds remained in the quarter 
when Fudge banked in a three at 
the buzzer. Central, on the other 
hand, connected on four 
jumpers, two of which were 
behind the arc, to garner a 10- 
point lead before Fudge’s trey 
cut it back to seven. After three, 
Central led 34-27. 

Central Hardin threw multiple 
defensive looks at the Tribe in 
the fourth, switching from a 1-2- 
2 full-court press to a 2-3 zone, 
slowing the Adair offense. The 
Indians adequately countered the 
defenses, but were simply 
unable to find the mark from the 
perimeter. Melton slashed down 
the lane for the first bucket of 
the fourth before facing up again 
and driving to the rim for two 
more. 

The visitors nailed another 
long two-pointer to keep the 
lead at five, but Marshall 
Shelley beat his man off the 
dribble and made a sweeping

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We’re in desperate need of actual 
sports stories. Something on the field, 
on the court, on whatever playing 
surface is used for the competition— 
something related to the game, has to 
happen soon before we all go crazy. 

Actually, I’m afraid we may have 
already gone crazy. 

Right now, the biggest three stories in 
the world of sports are Marcus Smart’s 
shoving of a fan, Michael Sam’s coming out as a gay football 
player, and the conditions in Sochi at the 2014 Winter Olympic 
Games. None of these remotely relate to the competitions 
themselves, but they dominate the conversation around not only 
their individual sport or event, but the sports talk landscape as a 
whole. 

Don’t get me wrong, these things are worth talking about. The 
Marcus Smart incident has opened up a lot of good discussion 
about player/fan interaction. While I agree that Smart should 
definitely not have ever approached, let alone shoved, the fan, I do 
believe that we as sports fans need to re-examine our mindset when 
it comes to behavior in the stands. 

Buying a ticket does not give you license to say or do anything 
you want towards those playing the games, especially if you’re an 
adult watching college-age or younger athletes compete. 
Additionally, if fans are going to be able to storm the court while 
the players are attempting to leave it, bumping into players (at the 
very least) and saying who knows what to them in the process, then 
it’s hard to vilify a player for bumping back. No, Smart shouldn’t 
have reacted, but the fan is far from innocent. 

With regards to Sam’s announcement, I’m happy he feels 
comfortable publicly being who he is. His decision to come out is 
going to re-fuel the fire of the ever-going gay rights discussion, but 
in reality, it isn’t about being gay or straight. Anyone who has ever 
played sports has likely had a gay teammate, whether they were 
aware of it or not. If 10-percent of the population is gay, then your 
odds of being on multiple teams that all have 10-plus members 
throughout your life without a gay teammate are small. 

What this is about is publicly acknowledging his orientation. The 
SEC Defensive Player of the Year and a First-Team All-American 
football player has publicly come out just a few months before the 
NFL Draft. The Missouri standout apparently told his teammates 
back in August before the start of the season, and they all accepted 
and supported him in doing so. 

The media chatter today and in the coming months will be about 
his impact on locker room atmosphere and team chemistry, but 
those questions have apparently already been answered at Missouri. 
Sam figures to be the first openly gay NFL player, and the only 
major American athlete to come out before the end of their playing 
career. 

That leaves us with the Winter Games. For those who haven’t 
been following the events in Sochi, the days leading up to the start 
of the Games were filled with reports, tweets, and pictures of the 
living conditions in the Olympic Village. The hotel rooms were 
disasters, with construction materials left in the floor, no doorknobs 
on the doors, no shower curtains in the bathrooms, and stray dogs 
roaming the rooms. 

On the athlete side, many of the beds were without pillows, 
which were subsequently taken from the tourist and journalist 
hotels, beds were in lines of three along the wallsof the rooms, and 
even the toilets were side by side with no dividing walls between 
them. Much of the construction for various buildings and 
infrastructure was left unfinished, and Russia seemed generally 
unprepared for the worldwide event despite ample time to complete 
the projects. 

As hilarious as that is, and as noteworthy as it may be to point 
out those conditions, the coverage of them overshadowed any 
discussion about potential medal winners, athletes to keep an eye 
on, or upcoming events. 

The same is true for the other two stories. I haven’t seen one 
highlight of the Oklahoma State vs. Texas Tech game in which the 
Smart shove occurred. I know Texas Tech won the game, but don’t 
know how many points Smart scored or anything of the sort. With 
Michael Sam, I don’t know what his career statistics at Missouri 
were, and truthfully only know that he was an All-American 
defensive end because of checking out his story online.

To-Back Home Games 


Lady Indians 51 Casey County 63 

In the midst of a jam-packed schedule after several snow-related 
game postponements, the Lady Indians hosted Casey County on 
Monday night at John Burr Memorial Gymnasium. The 12th 
Region’s Lady Rebels showcased a balanced inside-out attack, 
topping the Lady Indians 63-51. 

“We played in spurts, but we ran into a hot team,” Coach James 
Turner said after the game. “They were four-for-four from three in 
the first and we were never able to recover.” 

The story in this one was shooting percentage and rebounding. 
After patiently moving the ball around the Lady Indian zone for a 
corner three pointer on their opening possession, the Lady Rebels 
scored on their first four offensive trips, nailing three triples and 
scoring on a putback following a rare miss. 

The Lady Indians, on the other hand, were unable to connect 
from the field. Adair was held scoreless until two Harlee Smock 
free throws with 4:52 remaining put them on the board and made 
the score 11-2. A steal by senior guard Kassidi Taylor, who pushed 
ahead to Smock before Smock found Beth Owens for an easy 
bucket underneath gave the Lady Indians their first made field goal.

The Adair County Indians and Lady Indians traveled to 
Campbellsville High School Friday night for district matchups 
against the Eagles, and both teams came away with big wins as the 
regular season schedule begins to wind down and postseason play 
fast approaches.

The first contest of the evening wasn’t much of a contest at all, as 
coach James Turner’s squad jumped out to a big lead early and 
never looked back, cruising to an easy win, 75-29. 

“I thought the intensity was pretty good for a game like that 
where the score isn’t very close,” Turner said of his team’s 
performance. “We kept our energy up though and in a game like 
that, you try to work on some things you might not normally do.” 

Adair set the tone early in this one, with sophomores Beth Owens 
and Alex Keltner dominating the offensive glass and scoring inside 
to give the Lady Indians a quick 7-4 lead that would only grow.

The Lady Indians lockdown defense and crisp ball movement 
continued to pose problems for the Lady Eagles into the second 
quarter. Keltner lofted a pass over the defense to Smock on a run 
out for a layup, Taylor followed a Keltner miss for two more points, 
and Smock hit a pair of free throws to bring the score to 24-11.

Not to be outdone by Coomer, Keltner began to rack up the 
assists as the half came to a close, finding Taylor twice for easy 
buckets to make the score 44-13 at the half. 

The lead ballooned to 35 with a Beth Owens score just a minute 
into the second half, and the remainder of the contest was played 
with a running clock. The Adair starters held solid in the 
abbreviated third quarter, and Coach Turner turned the fourth 
quarter over to his JV team, who showed promise in a rare chance 
to log minutes for the varsity. 

“Our younger girls came in and scored quite a few points and 
actually built on our lead,” Turner said. “I think that will help us 
down the road, even if it’s next year before you see it.” 

Sophomore Hannah Absher led the charge for the Lady Indians 
bench unit. She put the first points of the fourth on the board with a 
three, converted an old-fashioned three-point play, knocked in a 
layup, and converted two more free throws to reach double figures 
with 10 points in just a few minutes on the court. 

MaKayla Matthews added a three of her own in the fourth, 
Ashley Bragg chipped in five, and Ashley Owens scored two points 
to round out a solid performance for Adair junior varsity squad. 

For the regular rotation players, Kassidi Taylor, Beth Owens, and 
Harlee Smock joined Absher in double figures with 14, 11, and 10 
points respectively. Brooklyn Coomer chipped in six. Sammy Jo 
Kemp, Katherine Curry, and Alex Keltner added four apiece, and 
Emily Peck scored two points.

Indians 75 Campbellsville 65 

The nightcap Friday was a closer affair than the girls’ game had 
been, but the Adair boys managed to match their female 
counterparts with a 20th District win of their own, 75-65. 

“I thought overall we played pretty well,” head coach Mark 
Fudge said following the win. “We executed better offensively than 
we did on defense, but some of that credit has to go to 
Campbellsville because they were making shots.” 

The Indians were shorthanded in this one, playing without senior 
forward Jake Hixson who watched from the bench in street clothes, 
but used hot shooting from their six-man rotation to escape with a 
hard-fought win against a young Campbellsville squad. Fudge said 
that Hixson sat the game out because of some swelling resulting 
from work on his wisdom teeth earlier in the week. 

Adair sprang out to an early lead behind five quick points from 
sixth man-turned-starter Ty Bennett. Matt Fudge put Adair’s next 
points on the board, knocking home a long, contested three from the 
top of the key to stretch the lead to 10-4. The three points from 
Fudge gave him 1,000 for his career, putting him in exclusive 
company among Adair County’s many great scorers over the years. 
Fudge is the sixth player to reach 1,000 points since his father, 
Mark, took over head coaching duties in 2003, and his older 
brother, Nick, joined the 1,000-point club in 2009. 

“It’s an honor for Matt,” the elder Fudge said of his son’s 
accomplishment. “Being a point guard, sometimes you pass up 
shots to get other guys going, but this year he’s had to look for his 
shot a little more. I’m really proud of him for reaching this goal.” 

After a couple of Campbellsville buckets, Zach Hutchison 
crossed up his defender and drained a pull-up jumper from the right 
corner, and then made the play of the night on Adair’s next 
possession. 

Looking for a chance to run, Fudge threw ahead to Hutchison on 
the break along the right sideline. The pass sailed over Hutichson’s 
head, bouncing once and inspiring a two-man race to the ball 
between Hutchison and a Campbellsville defender. Hutchison leapt 
into the air and batted the ball with his fist across the lane. The 
unorthodox pass bounced once and hit freshman Chance Melton on 
a dead sprint for a layup to make the score 14-9. The first period 
ended with Adair up, 18-15. 

Fudge opened the second with a long two, and then recorded 
three consecutive assists with dishes to Melton for two and Bennett 
for a pair of threes. Consecutive scores by Hutchison moved the 
scoreboard to 32-23 in favor of the Tribe. The rest of the half was 
back-and-forth, and Adair went into the locker room at halftime 
sporting a 38-32 lead. 

Hutchison scored the first five points of the third quarter for 
Adair, helping the Indians keep pace with a feisty Campbellsville 
squad making one final push to get back into the contest. The rest 
of the second half was evenly played by both teams though, and 
Adair’s early lead was enough to hold for the remaining two 
periods, as they escaped with the 10-point win. 

Hot shooting was the story in this one for Adair, as the trio of 
Fudge, Hutchison, and Bennett combined to hit 10 threes on 18 
attempts. Fudge led the way for the Tribe with 24 points and six 
assists. Hutchison had 19 in his best performance of 2014, and 
Bennett added 17, including four three pointers, to go along with 
his five rebounds. 

“We’ve always felt like that was a shooter’s gym; we normally 
shoot well in there,” Fudge said. “We knew it was just a matter of 
time - when all three of our guns get going it makes the game a lot 
easier.” 

Freshman Chance Melton had seven points and a team-high 10 
rebounds manning the middle for the Tribe. Marshall Shelley and 
Jacob Pooler rounded out the Adair scoring with six and two points, 
respectively. 


Adair County sophomore Hannah Absher didn’t enter 
the game until the fourth quarter Friday night in the 
Lady Indians’ win over Campbellsville, but still 
managed to rack up 10 quick points in limited 
minutes. 
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reverse layup and then Fudge 
faked, drove baseline and made 
both free throws after drawing a 
foul to trim it to one. With the 
score 36-35, Central, the visitors 
scored along the baseline and 
then sank another three to 
extend the lead back to six. 

Fudge fired right back from 
three, but Central connected on 
another contested look from 
deep. Fudge then utilized a 
screen, curling around at the top 
of the key for another three. 
Central took a timeout following 
the make with 1:15 to play, and 
despite being unable to convert 
on four consecutive free throws, 
held on to the lead after Adair’s 
attempts to tie went begging. 
Even with the late-game 
dramatics, the final score 
remained unchanged, and 
Central Hardin prevailed 44-41. 

“I was very proud of the way 
our guys battled,” Coach Fudge 
added. “I thought we gave great 
effort but just came up short.” 

Chance Melton led the way 
for Adair with 14 points and 13 
rebounds. Matt Fudge added 13 
of his own, Zach Hutchison had 
five, Jacob Pooler four, Ty 
Bennett three and Marshall 
Shelley two in an off night for 
the Indian offense.

Pruning Tips 

As spring approaches, many homeowners begin to think about 
their yard’s landscape. The winter months can be damaging to trees 
and shrubs. To ensure healthy spring plants, homeowners may want 
to prune the trees and shrubs around their home. But do not just 
prune for the sake of pruning, make sure you have a valid reason 
for pruning before you begin. Pruning during the late winter 
months allows for the removal of damage caused by winter winds 
and precipitation. The wounds caused by pruning heal most quickly 
this time of year just as new growth is emerging on the plant. 
Pruning also allows removal of diseased, crowded or hazardous 
branches. When pruning trees, the size of the tree does not need to 
be reduced too much in one season. Limit the pruning amount to 
one-fourth of the tree’s volume. Start by thinning out branches by 
cutting them off close to the tree’s trunk or a large limb. 

Leave the base of the branch, known as the collar, intact. Cutting 
the collar will prevent the plant from growing over the wound 
caused from pruning. Pruning in this manner allows for a healthy 
tree that is more open to sunlight and air movement. If the branch is 
cut back only part way, there will likely be a crowded regrowth of 
new branches where the cut was made. Do not seal or paint the 
wounds resulting from pruning because this will only delay the 
tree’s healing process. 

With spring-flowering shrubs, rejuvenation pruning may be 
needed, and the time to prune is fast approaching. The best time to 
prune these plants is right after they have flowered. If the shrub is 
pruned before it blooms, the buds have been removed before their 
flowers were enjoyed. When pruning is done after blooming, the 
flowers will have been enjoyed, and the plant can recover, grow 
and produce more buds for flowers next spring. 

Rejuvenation pruning removes one-third of the shrub’s oldest 
growth. This pruning entails selecting the thickest, darkest and 
unhealthiest stems or branches and cutting them back. Stems should 
be cut back to soil level and branches to the point of intersection 
with the shrub’s main trunk. This ensures that only the youngest, 
most productive wood (that which produces the most/best flowers) 
remains a part of the shrub. Shrubs that will bloom during the 
summer months can also be pruned during the early spring. 

Pruning is not limited to a certain time of year. Homeowners can 
prune at any time if they notice branches and limbs that are 
damaged either from weather, disease or insects. Pruning is 
invigorating for the plants in a home landscape so one should not 
necessarily think of pruning as a means of size control. If you have 
a plant that has grown out-of-bounds, pruning may not be the 
answer n you may need to consider replacing the plant with one 
that will reach a smaller size at maturity. 

Fruit TVee Workshops 

Dr. John Strang, UK Fruit Specialist will be joining us on 
Monday, February 17th at the Adair County Extension Office for a 
hands-on commercial fruit tree pruning workshop. The workshop 
will begin with classroom training at 2:00 pm CT at the Extension 
Office. Shortly thereafter, the workshop will move to a local fruit 
orchard for demonstration of fruit tree pruning techniques. 
Participants should dress accordingly to the day’s weather. 

Later on February 17th at 6:00 pm CT, a home fruit tree class 
will be held at the Adair County Extension Office. Dr. John Strang 
will be discussing basic home fruit tree care including maintenance, 
disease control, pruning, and much more. Both classes are free to 
the public and require no registration. 

Beef Reproduction Meeting 

A beef reproduction workshop will be held on February 20, at 
10:00 am CT at the Adair County Extension Office. Producers will 
learn how to maximize efficiency during the breeding season 
through estrus synchronization whether you rely on your herd bull 
or artificial insemination for breeding your beef herd.

Topics will include: Making 
Sure Your Herd is Ready to Breed; Synchronization Protocols that 
Maximize Fertility; Understanding EPD $ Indexes; and Strategies 
to Incorporate Artificial Insemination into Commercial Beef 
Operations.

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The Benefits of Early Release Fridays

Early Release Fridays are full of terms unfamiliar to the general 
public but have proven to be very productive. If I break it down to 
the simplest terms, teachers and support staff work together to 
analyze test scores to identify activities that are working, ones that 
are not, recognize students who are succeeding, and those in need 
of extra help. 

To do this in the most effective fashion we have created PLC’s 
which stands for Professional Learning Community. Each of these 
communities consist of either an area of study such as science, 
math, etc... or grade levels depending on the school. Our district has 
groups based in both ideologies. 

During these meetings, teachers and staff discuss things like 
effective flashback/bell ringers, writing assessments, intervention 
strategies, enrichment and a million other things that focus on 
student achievement and how they can work together to improve 
student skills, which will make them more successful in the future. 
There are detailed analysis of test scores and students’ daily 
activities. My favorite part has been the active informative 
discussions about strategies, concepts, and motivational tools each 
member is using. This is where you see just how much our teachers 
and staff care about our students and genuinely want them to be 
successful. 

An example might go like this: When the group looks at little 
Johnny’s scores he is excelling in science but lagging behind in 
social studies. When the members start discussing activities and 
methods in the two classrooms it is plain that little Johnny is 
struggling with reading. The science class has group reading where 
everyone takes turns in small groups reading and discussing the 
ideas, while in social studies it is independent reading. Little 
Johnny is doing really well with the hands-on activities in both 
classrooms, but is struggling with the tests over concepts in aocial 
studies. The first thing the social studies teacher will do is to 
provide him with opportunities to work with peers to complete all 
reading assignments. Next, he will be provided a mentor in the 
class, someone he can ask questions to at anytime. This will not 
only provide help and assistance to Johnny but will allow the 
mentor to have enrichment and a leadership role. 

Of course then there are Fridays that are full of learning/classes 
for teachers and staff through speakers, webinars, or book studies. 
Overall, the Early Release Fridays have been beneficial and 
continue to provide insight which allows us to reflect on where we 
have been, where we are now, and where we want to be in 
connection to student achievement and creating a learning 
environment of all our students. 

I hope this has given you somewhat of a better idea of what we 
do on Early Release Fridays and makes you proud to know we are 
working hard to improve your students’ lives because any student 
who experiences success has grown not only academically, but 
personally. Success builds confidence and confidence is the 
foundation for success. So really Early Release Fridays are about 
the entire child not just the scores on a piece of paper.
